REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not anticipate nor render obvious to one ordinary skilled in the art a liquid crystal display 
device comprising a combination of various elements as claimed, more specifically, a plurality of 
first electrodes formed on the first substrate on the side that faces the liquid crystals, wherein the 
plurality of first electrodes comprise only sl plurality of first slits extending substantially parallel 
with respect to each other in a plurality in pixel region, and a second electrode formed; on the 
second substrate on the side that faces the liquid crystals, wherein the second electrode 
comprises only a plurality of second slits with and extending in a direction substantially right 
angles of the first slits in the plurality of pixel regions, as viewed in a direction perpendicular to 
the substrate surface. 
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Song (*244) discloses a liquid crystal display device comprising electrodes haying a 
plurality of slits. However, Song fails to disclose a liquid crystal display device comprising a 
combination of various elements as claimed, more specifically, 'a plurality of first electrodes 
formed on the first substrate on the side that faces the liquid crystals, wherein the plurality of 
first electrodes comprise only a plurality of first slits extending substantially parallel with respect 
to each other in a plurality in pixel region, and a second electrode formed on the secoiid substrate 
on the side that faces the liquid crystals, wherein the second electrode comprises only a plurality 
of second slits with and extending in a direction substantially right angles of the first sUts in the 
plurality of pixel regions, as viewed in a direction perpendicular to the substrate surface'.
